Deterioration of Potatoes. 
Mr. William M. Hunt, says the Scientific 
Farmer, makes a curious observation relat* 
mg to what he deems one of the causes of 
the deterioration of varieties of. potatoes. 
He says: “ Many years ago I saw changes 
going on in the bills for which I could not 
account, and the very existence of which 
was stoutly denied by prominent cultiva­ 
tors ; the changes being always ascribed by 
them to accidental mixing in handling. 
But I determined to hod out for myself the 
cause, whatever it might be.

The flower of the potato is what botan 
ist cal! a “wild flower.” It has no attrac­ 
tion for insects. 
A bee never touches it 
nor a fly. The pollin is carried by the 
winds to a considerable distance, as the 
pollm ot corn is carried, and impregnation 
cakes place in the same way, wherever 
there are flowers to receive it. 
There seem to be but two remedies, and 
they are but partial. One is, to select the 
ripest and most perfect tubers from the 
best hills, and grow seed from them, re­ 
jecting (rom tne product all the small and 
imperfect ones.

FARM HOl'ES 
Canadian farmers say six bushels of peas 
are equal to ten bushels of corn for fatten­ 
ing hogs, and that peas will yield a larger 
Dumber of bushels per acre than corn. The 
pork made from peas is most excellent. 
It is a great mistake to stint animals in 
water; 75 per cent. of their weight is wa­ 
ter. Digestion cannot go onfwithout it. 
Water is, therefore, food in one sense, and 
an ample supply should be provided lur 
every animal to drink when inclined. 
Husking machines have been much im­ 
p i ovid since mat b r o u g h t out. For 1 ,0 0 0 
bushels of corn it will pay to use a power 
husker. 
By and by tho thresher-men 
will have machines to do this work, and 
shell the corn at the same time. 
The greatest pond lo America is on the 
farm of James W. Wells, in the town of 
Riverhead, Massachusetts, it covers five 
acres, and is now so lull of eels that they 
can be raked out with a garden rake. Two 
years ago Mr. Wells put two thousand doz 
en of eels into the pond, intending to leave 
them undisturbed for five years. These 
have increased to millions. 
Some ol the steel and chilled iron corn­ 
cob mills wiil grind corn in the husk. For 
cows, caille, ho*;s and mules, (and perhaps 
hor: cs, when ii is carefully used,) it may 
be thus groun J, convenieoly and econom­ 
ically. The corn may be cribbed in the 
husk, and used as required. If not per­ 
fectly dry, grind small quantities at a time, 
as it will heat lf kept in large bulk. 
One bog kept to the age off one year, if 
furnished with suitable material, will con­ 
vert a cart load per month into a fertilizer 
which will produce a good crop ol corn. 
Twelve loads per year, multiplied by the 
number of hogs usually fckept by our farm­ 
ers, would make sufficient fertilizing sub­ 
stance to grow the corn used by them; or in 
other words, the bog would pay in manure 
the cost of his keeping, lo this way we 
can afford to make pork at the present low 
prices, but in no other way can it be done 
without loss. 
Cornstalks are no longer to be considered 
as a waste product, good for nothing but to 
be trodden under foot. They are worth 
fully tbc cost of putting in the crop, if well 
saved and cured. When cut at tho right 
time, and well cured, six dollars a ton is, 
by many, considered a reasonable estimate 
of their value for feed, when hay is worth 
teu dollars per ton. Careful experiments 
place well-cured corn stalks as.worlh about 
three-fifths as much as hay. 
Pumpkins may be put up in the old 
fashioned mode of cutting them into rings, 
paring, and drying uponfpoles; or they 
may be cut up into small pieces and dried 
on plates In the sun and oven. A better 
way, however, is to pare, stew and strain 
them, just as it for pies; then spread the 
pulp on earthen dishes, and dry quickly in 
the hot sun or a partially heated oven, if 
dried slowly, there is danger of souring. 
Store in a dry room. Kept in this manner 
they retain much of the fresn ness .and flav­ 
or of newly gathered fruit. The dried pulp 
should be soaked in milk a few hours be­ 
fore using. In making pies they are great 
!y improved by stirring the pumpkin in 
scalding milk, especially if eggs be not 
used, but without eggs they fall tar short 
of the true “pumpkin pie/’ 


I ncr. The fresult was brought about by 
thoroughly enriching the soil and then by 
clean culture of the corn. Now did it pay ? 
1 During the three years $40 was expended 
; for manure, and the same quantity pro- 
! duced on the farm was also used. The re­ 
sult was an ir crea«/? of not less than 500 
bushels of corn, worth |175, and IOO bush­ 
els of wheat, worth |90; total, $295 In­ 
crease. lfriMiI. the ground Is now in far 
better condition to yield crops as is shown 
by the clover |sown after the wheat. The 
clover now completely hides the stubble, 
and affords excellent pasture.—Timothy 
Wilson, Henry county, Indiana.

Cattle Feeding. 
Professor Stewart lately informed tbc 
American dairyman’s association that he 
ooce tried an expirmtnt with ten cows, 
giving each three quarts of corn meal a 
day, fed alone. 
I bis was continued 
a 
month. Then three quarts mixed with a 
peck of cut and moistened hay, were fed 
to each cow. 
By weighing, the 
result 
showed a gain of 25 per cent, in favor of 
mixing the meal and cut hay. If the meal 
is ted alone, it is better to feed it dry, as 
this favors digestion. This food was given 
raw. lf cooked, the fodder is 
brought 
nearly to its original green state. 
But it 
will not pay to cook for only five or ten 
animals, as it requires nearly the same, 
labor 
to 
cook 
for 
ten 
as 
forty. 
An 
experiment 
was 
made 
to ascertain how much an acre of corn was 
worth, it was fed when raw or ro9ted 
state to one bandied and four cows 
in 
October, and lasted them four days. Pro­ 
fessor Stewart recommends, as a cheap 
way to cook corn, running ears and all 
through a culling machine, then passing 
them lo the steam-tank, mixed witb water. 
This saves husking shelling and grinding.

Picking and Packing Winter Anoles. 
Although the apple crop this year is not 
gcnenUly large for a bearing year, tuere 
will be enough to supply the autumn de­ 
mand, for the crop Au New England and in 
Eastern and Central New York is unusu­ 
ally large. But the crop in that section 
depended on tor exportation to foreign 
countries, and tor home use the latter part 
of winter and early spring is only fair. 
If farmers in Western New York, aud 
some parts of Michigan, will take pains to 
carefully pick and assort their long keep­ 
ing winter apples and pack them as they 
should be, holding them till the more 
quickly perishing apples of the East arc 
gone, they will stand a chance of realizing 
a good price for them. 
Either bags, or round baskets with han­ 
dles should be used In picking ; the apples 
should be laid (not dropped) in tnc backet 
or bag, which should bo very carefully 
emptied on straw, several inches in thick­ 
ness. None but careful men should be al­ 
lowed to assort them, and they should be 
Instructed lo put no rotten, wormy, or very 
small fruit in the first class. 
The first tier 
or two should be packed in the bottom ol 
the barrel, stem downward, and then the 
utmost care should be exercised in putting 
in the remainder, gently shaking the bar­ 
rel every time the halHmshel basket is 
emptied therein. The barrel should be fill 
ed about level with the top of the staves, 
and the head gently pressed in with a bar­ 
rel screw. The barrel should be put in a 
cool, dry outbuilding, and the heads taken 
out until they are through sweating. When 
freezing weather is threatened, bead them 
up and put in the cellar.—Rural Home.
